The body now rests in the chapel 
of St. Rosalia, in the Cathedral 
of Palermo in a silver coffin, and 
has worked many miracles. 

The GROTTO (pictured on the 
stamp), is screened by a plain 
facade, inside of which is a vesti- 
bule, open to the sky, beyond lying 
the grotto. In it is a beautiful re- 
clining statue of St. Rosalia 
clothed in a golden robe, the gift 
of royalty. 

The body of St. Rosalie in its 
silver casket is exhibited to the 
public three times a year, Jan- 
uary 11, the day on which in 1693 
she saved Palermo from destruc- 
tion by earthquake; July 15, her 
birthday; and September 4, the 
day of her death. 

During the four-day celebration 
in July her relics are carried 
through the streets in a carriage 
several stories high. 

3. St. Francis, Paola (Regio Cal- 
abria)— St. Francis of Paola was 
born there 1416 and was the found- 
er of the mendicant order of Min- 
imi.

Next U.N. Commems October 24 


Set Of Two Calls Attention 


Of Technical 


Help To Various Countries 


The third United Nations commemorative stamp of 1953, drawing 
attention to the activities of the organization in the field of technical 
assistance in the many underdeveloped areas of the world, will be issued 
on Saturday, October 24, United Nations Day. 

It was designed by Olav S. Mathiesen, a member of the UN Secre- 


d 25c stamps of the airmail issue, 


and the Refugee commemorative stamp. issued on April 24. 

The stamps, to be printed in the 3c and 5c denominations, will be 
manufactured by Thomas de la Rue & Co. Ltd., of London, England. 
The new issue will be’ printed in 2,000,000 copies of each denomination, 





This being a commemorative 
stamp, there will be no additional 
printing. 


The stamps will measure 27 mm. 
x 33 mm., and will be issued in 
sheets of 50, with marginal inscrip- 
tions appearing twice on each side 
of the sheet. 

They will be placed on sale at 
face value at United Nations Head- 
quarters, New York City, and at 
UN branch offices in London and 
Geneva at the prices established 
for these denominations, on Octo- 
ber 24. The following conditions will 
apply with regard to collectors de- 
siring to submit envelopes for first- 
day cancellation servicing:— 

1) First day service is only given 
at Headquarters, New York, against 
payment in United States dollars. 

2) Persons desiring first-day can- 
cellations of the stamp may send 
in a limited number of addressed, 
unstamped envelopes, not in excess 
of 20, to the United Nations Postal 
Administration, Room CB-26, Unit- 
ed Nations, New York. Envelopes 
should be addressed in the lower 
left-hand corner. All covers will be 
mailed out individually. 

3) The outside envelope must be 
ae marked ‘First Day Covers 

4) Remittance to cover the cost 
of stamps to be affixed must be 
enclosed in either money order or 
certified check. Personal checks 
will not be accepted, nor will post- 
age stamps. 

5) A filler of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope, 
and the flap turned in. A poor 
cover might result if no filler is 
provided. 

6) Requests for marginal inscrip- 
tion blocks wilY be filled only as far 
as possible, depending on the num- 
ber of marginal inscriptions avail- 
able. On the other hand, the normal 
UN Postal Administration require- 
ments concerning the number of 
stamps which must be purchased 
to obtain a marginal inscription are 
waived. However, positional re- 
quests will not be honored. 

7) No mixed orders for both first 
day covers and mint stamps will 
be processed. Such orders will be 
returned to the sender, 

Dealers’ servicing agents or 
others may place orders by mail 
for this commemorative stamp in 
advance of the date of issue, and 
will be permitted to collect their 
orders after midnight on the night 
of October 23/24. These orders 
should specify that the stamps will 
be used for affixing to first day 
covers, and should be accompanied 
by a money order, certified check 
or bank draft for the amount of 
the order. Envelopes containing 
such orders should bear an indica- 
tion to the effect that it is a ‘‘dealer 
pick-up,”” and be addressed to the 
Chief, UN Postal Administration, 


Office, New York 17, N. Y. 

The purchasers may, after affix- 
ing, return their envelopes to the 
UN Postal Administration for can- 
celling. They should at the time of 
returning envelopes for cancella- 
tion present their copy of the in- 
voice for their order of stamps. The 
return for cancellation must take 
place as soon as possible after the 
first day of issue, and purchasers 
will be notified when the covers are 
ready. Dealers should note that 
the UN Postal Administration will 
not service unaddressed covers and 
return them in bulk. 

Separate orders for mint stamps 
will be accepted, but these must be 
addressed to the UN Postal Ad- 
ministration, United Nations, New 
York, without reference to room 
number. It should be noted that in 
respect to mint orders, the normal 
provision concerning marginal in- 
scriptions will apply, and collectors 
should also remember to allow for 
return postage and registration, 
when necessary, in their remit- 
tance. 


November 20 For 
N. Y.C. Commem 


Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced that a spe- 
cial 3c postage stamp to commem- 
orate the 300th anniversary of New 
York City will be placed on sale 
through the New York, N. Y. post 
office, on Friday, November 20 in 
conjunction with the three day Na- 
tional Postage Stamp Show at the 
71st Infantry Regiment Armory 
sponsored by the American Stamp 
Dealers: Association. 

The details regarding the design 
of the stamp and the color will be 
announced later.

Scott Volume I 
Has Revisions 


Scott’s hardy perennial, The 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue, 
is now in its 87th year. Volume 
of the new 1954 edition, covering the 
issues of the United States, the 
American nations and British Com- 
monwealth, appeared on dealers’ 
counters promptly on September 1, 
heralding the opening of the new 
stamp season. The Coronation is- 
sues are included in a group, as an 
addenda. 

One of the most extensively re- 
vised sections of this 850-page book 
is Confederate States, according to 
Scott Publications. These altera- 
tions were made with the help of 
the catalogue committee of the Con- 
federate Stamp Alliance. No less 
than 21 major-number listings have 
been added to the Confederate pro- 
visionals. Two of these are adhe- 
sives—a 5c black of New Smyrna, 
Fla., and a 10c red brown on green 
of Victoria, Tex., with the ‘‘10’’ in 
boldface type. 

The latter is priced at $1,250. The 
other 19 new listings are provision- 
al envelopes from towns ranging 
from Aberdeen, Miss, to Warren- 
ton, Ga, 

Throughout the United States sec- 
tion steady, but not sensational, 
price increases have been recorded. 
Several of the souvenir sheets, 
though, have taken steeper upward 
jumps. No. 735, the 3c Byrd sheet 
of 1934, has gone from $1.85 to $2.75. 
And the price of an unused set of 
1930 Zeppelins (Nos. C13-15) has 
risen from 127.50 to $135. 

The editors have made extensive 
upward price ‘revisions in British 
Offices Abroad, including the 
MEF’s, Eritrea, EAF’s, Somalia 
and Tripolitania listings. 

In Australia, the first issue (1913) 
unused goes from $235.55 to $256.80. 
All of the pound values and several 
of the shilling values have been sub- 
stantially raised. 

In Burma, three sets of scarce 
Japanese occupation surcharges 
have been priced for the first time 
(Nos. 2N4-2N25). Many prices have 
been raised in India’s Feudatory 
States. 

New Zealand’s Auckland Exhibi- 
tion overprints of 1913 are added as 
new listings with minor numbers 


_| and a total catalogue price of $23 


for the set of four. 

The 1889 re-issue of the 1878 Hon- 
duras set has been reduced to 
minor numbers. The editors be- 
lieve that the re-issue never re- 
ceived postal distribution. It was 
made to satisfy the 1889 contract 
with Seebeck who required pay- 
ment in “remainders” of the pre- 
ceding issue. 

Mexico No. 39, the 4reales red 
on white Hidalgo (type Al) over- 
printed ‘“‘Mexico,”” has been re-in- 
stated after an absence of many 
years, 

These are only a few highlights 
of the countless changes, especially 
in the price columns, which the 
collector will find in the new 1954 
Scott, Volume I. It is priced at $4. 
Volume II, covering Europe, Asia 
and Africa, will be published in 
October (price $5) and the Com- 
bined Edition, in which both vol- 
umes are bound together will be 
ready in November (price $8.) 


New Denhof Album

With over 200 illustrations, the 
guide explains and shows how to 
identify grills, secret marks, water- 
marks, color changes,- re-engrav- 
ing, imprints, plate numbers, per- 
forations, and other information in- 
dispensable to the stamp collector

It is based on Denhof’s own work 
and the research ef three of the 
countrys top stamp authorities— 
Stanley B. Ashbrook, Lester G. 
Brookman, and Max G. Johl. 

William C. Denhof is a _ well- 
known New York stamp dealer and 
collector. He is also editor of 
‘“‘Hammond’s Popular Stamp Al- 
bum.” Some parts of ‘‘Denhof’s 
Complete United States Stamp Al- 
bum” were sold as_ individual 
stamp sheets by mail before the 
complete album was compiled*and 
published by Hanover House. 

Supplements will be issued as 
necessary to keep the album up to

The need for this series became 
evident from the many requests for 
biographical data, received from 
stamp collectors and non-philatelic 
students of Inter-American affairs. 

In the preparation of Who’s Who 
on the Postage Stamps, exhaustive 
research was requi in Spanish, 
French and English texts and rec- 
ords. In several instances, it was 
necessary in addition to confer with 
survivors of certain personalities, 
to examine original church records 
inscribed decades and generations 
ago, and even to take note of in- 
scriptions on tomb stones in ceme- 
teries long since negelected. 

The human interest stories dis- 
closed in the 67 Ecuadorean bio- 
graphies, run the gamut of life ex- 
periences in many fields beginning 
with the Conquistadores represent- 
ed by Francisco Pizarro and Gon- 
zalo Diaz de Pineda, and the thrill- 
ing experiences of the French Geo- 
detic Mission engaged in experi- 
ments along the slopes of Mt. Pich- 
incha to establish the fact that the 
world was round—a hundred years 
before the Pilgrims landed along 
the shores of the New England 
coast. 

The fascinating story of Orel- 
lana’s voyage down the Amazon 
River to the Atl rivals any 
“best seller’ of, fiction, and the 
long struggle for Latin American 
freedom from Spain, much of 
which was fought on Ecuadorean 
soil, is lavishly treated in the bio-

Complete details of the fifth an- 
nual contest to select the design for 
the Federal ‘duck stamp” for 
1954-55 are contained in a leaflet 
which is now available from the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by 
Director John L. Farley. 

This public contest is open to all 
interested artists — amateurs as 
well as professionals. Entries sub- 
mitted in accordance with’ contest 
rules must reach the _ Service’s 
headquarters office in Washington 
on or before January 11, 1954. 

The Migratory Bird Hunting 
Stamp—better known as the ‘‘duck 
stamp’’—has become familiar to all 
migratory waterfowl hunters and to 
philatelists and conservationists 
throughout the country since the 
first issue in the series went on sale 
in 1934. A new stamp is issued each 
year by the Post Office Department 
which is in charge of its distribu- 
tion and sale, 

It goes on sale on July 1 and ex- 
pires on the following June 30. 
Nearly twice the size of a special 
delivery stamp, it sells for $2.00. 

The design selected for each 
year’s duck stamp is chosen by a 
judging committee of waterfowl] 
authorities from among entries sub- 
mitted by artists from every part 
of the country. Prior to 1949, how- 
ever, outstanding wildlife artists 
were invited to submit entries and 
the selection was made from this 
limited group. In that year the 
limitations were lifted and a public 
contest was decided upon in order 
to give an opportunity for all wild- 
life artists. 

Although the artist receives no di- 
rect compensation if his design is 
selected the distinction is unique 
and therefore much sought after. 
Many of the winning artists in 
former years have been able to 
capitalize on their designs by sell- 
ing autographed prints.

The same source reported that 
Ethiopia is to release a set of five 
stamps, denominations:—10, 15, 25, 
30 and 50 centiemes, early in Octo- 
ber to commemorate the first year 
of the Federation of Ethiopia and 
Eritrea. The set will probably be 
placed on sale on October 5, the an- 
niversary of the Federation. 

From New Zealand comes the of- 
ficial announcement that there have 
been unavoidable delays in the pro- 
duction of the new Queen Elizabeth 
II definitive issue.

Pitcairn — Although no posts left 
there until the end of June, during 
the month of June nice used copies 
were on sale in England. These 
were probably ‘“‘back room” ecan- 
cellations. 

It also seems that many colonies 
did not receive sufficient supplies 
to take care of orders for first day 
covers. How many used sets have 
been sold with what I call “Back 
room” cancellations? This applies 
specifically to the three mentioned 
above. There may be others??? 

GREAT BRITAIN has recently 
released 5d, 8d and i/- Eliza- 
beth stamps und these have been 
overprinted for Tangier and Mo- 
rocco Agencies. Presumably, the 
George VI overprints of these val- 
ues will or have been withdrawn 
from sale, and some of these su- 
perceded stamps may be good, as 
they were in use for only a short 
time 


SOMALILAND PROT. As the new 
Elizabeth series will soon be avail- 
able, attention is called to the 1951 
surcharges, which, when superced- 
ed should be good. At this time it 
is not known how many of these 
stamps were surcharged, but when 
the figures are available, it may 
show why this surcharged set is 
searce now. 

SIERRE LEONE The current is- 
sue will soon be replaced by the 
Elizabeth series and attention is 
called to the 1938 5d value No. 179 
which has been for some 
years and is now priced by Scott 
at only $1.25. The entire set should 
be good rwhen led and this 
5d value can be expected to ad- 
vance substantially. 

BARBADOS The Postal Centen- 
ary set is obsolete and the demand 
for same has resulted in advancing 
prices. This set should be bought 
now while retail prices are only 
from 40c to 50c for the set of four 


stamps. 

CANADA The 1938 Special Deli- 
very 20c stamp No. E8 is scarcer 
than Scott’s price of 85c would in- 
dicate. Gibbon’s price is 17/6d 
which: is too low for this stamp as 
the number issued was only 200,- 
000 which is small for a popular 
country like Canada. It should be 
bought if obtainable at full cata- 
logue. 

Another stamp of Canada that 
should not be overlooked is E9 
priced by Scott at 50c. The number

New Definitives 
For Netherlands 


To replace the current Nether- 
lands postage stamps bearing the 
image of Queen Juliana the Nether- 
lands Postal Administration will 
gradually introduce a new type of 
oe design as from September 





S. L. Hartz, who designed the 
first ones, has also designed these. 
The first stamps to be issued in this 
series will be' a 10c denomination, 
in a brown color. Other denomina- 
tions will follow, in time. 

In the design Mr. Hartz has used 
a new process, and made a plastic 
engraving for this purpose. The 
letter and figure indications on the 
stamps are also by Mr. Hartz. 

The stamps are being rotogravure 
printed by Joh. Enschede & Zonen, 
Haarlem. Orders at face value can 
be placed with the Philatelic Serv- 
ice, The Hague, Netherlands. 

In line with International agree- 
ments, the Netherlands Postal Ad- 
ministration has introduced a 
change in rates since July ist, 1953. 
This has had a bearing on certain 
Dutch Stamps and the following 
— have been made as a re- 
sult: 

. International Court of Justice— 
The current stamps used for out- 
going correspondence from the In- 
ternational Court of Justice are 
being supplemented with new de- 
nominations of 3, 5, 7 and 15 cents. 
The Peace Palace at the Hague will 
illustrate the first three stamps. 
The 15 cents denomination will bear 
the effigy of Queen Juliana. 

The present 6c bearing the effigy 
of the queen, will be replaced by a 
postage stamp of the same de- 
nomination also featuring, the re- 
production of the Peace Palace. 
As for the other two stamps in 
circulation, of 4 and 12 cents, they 
will be discontinued at a date which 
will be set later on. 

All Netherlands postage stamps 
of denominations lower than 10c 
will be issued in the so-called ‘‘di- 
git’’ type, designed by Van Krim- 
pen. To conform with the change 
in rates two new stamps of this 
type have already been released, 
one with a 3c and the other with a 
7c face. The colors are brown and 
orange. 

A new 14 cents “postage due” 
stamp has also been issued. 
Airmail stamp for Special Flights 
—In 1938, the Netherlands Postal 
Administration issued an airmail 
stamp for special flights of 12%4c de- 
nomination. Designed by Aart van 
Dobbenburgh, this stamp was re- 
leased for the first time in com- 
memoration of ‘‘Dingaansdag” in 
South Africa and was used on this 
occasion on all airmail transported 
on that day. 

The stamp is to be re-issued in 
the very near future in a 25c de- 
nomination and will be used exclu- 
sively on special flights. 


Have Cachet For 
County Centennial 


As a part of the Sussex County, 
New Jersey, Bicentennial Celebra- 
tion a speical cachet and slogan 
cancellation has been issued by the 
Sussex County Planning Board. The 
cachet shows a picture of the 
original stone courthouse built soon 
after the County was incorporated. 
The printed matter reads—‘‘Sus- 
sex County, New Jersey, 1753 - 1953, 
Original Courthouse, Bicentennial 
Year.”

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Trish Set Of Two 
For Robert Emmet 


The Irish Post Office will issue on 
September 21 a special stamp to 
mark the 150th anniversary of the 
death of the young Irish patriot 
Robert Emmet 








According to the Eire Philatelic 
Asso., Emmet, born in 1778 and 
executed on September 20, 1803, fol- 
lowed closely in the revolutionary 
tradition of the United Irishmen 
who derived much of their inspira- 
tion from the American War of In- 
dependence. His attempted rising 
came at a time when Ireland’s na- 
tional spirit had fallen to a low ebb 
following the suppression of the re- 
bellion of 1798 and the subsequent 
enactment of the Union with Eng- 
land. His_ revolutionary efforts 
ended in glorious failure but his 
name lived on as a national in- 
spiration, 

Emmet has particularly endeared 
himself to the Irish people by rea- 
son of his romantic career and 
heroic death, as well as his famous 
speech from the Dock, which must 
be reckoned among the great ora- 
tions of history. 

Thomas Moore, the Irish poet and 
songwriter, was a close friend of 
Emmet. The tragic end to the ro- 
mance of Emmet and Sarah Cur- 
ran, daughter of John Philpot Cur- 
ran, leading light of the Irish Bar, 
inspired Moore’s poignant song 
“She Is Far From the Land”, 
Moore has also immortalized the 
memory of his friend’s mournful 
fate in the lyric, ‘‘Oh! Breathe not 
his Name’”’, 

The portrait of Emmet on the 
stamp is reproduced from the en- 
graving by Brocas showing the pa- 
triot facing his accusers at his trial. 

The stamp will be issued in two 
denominations—3d green, and 1/3 
red. The name of the State (Eire) 
in the national language is shown 
at the top. 

Printing is by the recess process, 
on peer watermarked ‘‘E”’, by 
De Rue at Clonskeagh, Dublin. 
Perforation is 13 x 13. 

First day covers will be serviced 
by the Controller, Philatelic Sec- 
tion, G.P.O., Dublin, provided they 
are received by him not later than 
the date of issue. A special ‘‘First 
Day of Issue’? mark will be im- 
pressed on such covers.

Most of you know that there has 
been quite a lot of comment be- 
cause Ohio seemingly was not 
formally admitted into the Union. 
This alleged fact was unearthed 
when it came time to make plans 
for the sesquicentennial celebra- 
tions of the state this year. 

To keep the record straight Rep. 
Brown of Ohio introduced into the 
88rd Congress a .bill making Ohio 
a state and retroactive to March 
1, 1803. This, of course was passed 
without difficulty, the congressmen 

going along with the spirit of the 
thing, after which the bill was pass- 
ed to President Eisenhower for his 
signature. 

Howard G. Brunsman of Arling- 
ton, Va., an ex-Ohioan, was waiting 
for ‘the news that President Ike had 
signed. On the day he did, August 
7, Mr. Brunsman prepared some 
covers with the Ohio Sesqui com- 
mem, and had them cancelled. 

In commenting on his stunt he 
wrote, “‘This is a_first day cover 
for the admission of Ohio to state- 
hood, postmarked on the date the 
state is admitted!”’ 





1. A commem of the past few 
years has wording in the design 
which in part reads, ‘“‘In recogni- 
tion of the important service ren- 
dered their communities and their 
nation. ...”. What stamp was it? 

2. Can you identify the branch of 
service the Women of the Armed 
Services commem represents from 
left to right, in the stamp design? 


That stamp for the 75th anniver- 
sary of the American Bar Associa- 
tion of August 24 should please an 
awful lot of design conscious col- 
lectors. In its favor to begin with 
is the fact that it was adapted from 
an already acknowledged worthy 
piece of art. The color is reason- 
ably good, too. 

The nicest thing I like about the 
design is that using the motif as it 
appears left no room for cluttering 
up the main part of the picture 
with a lot of words and dates. 


A reader of Pleasant Ridge, Mich. 
is very much interested in what 
steps he and others can take to get 
better designed stamps, and for 
more worthy subjects. That is a 
tough one, for to date none of the 
approaches made to the problem 
seem to have gotten the results 
wanted. 

Newspapers philatelic and non- 
philatelic, clubs, individuals and 
numerous influential organizations 
have all adversely criticized United 
States commemoratives and at the 
same time made suggestions for 
better quality. It hasn’t helped. 

My only suggestion at the mo- 
ment would be to jump your respec- 
tive congressmen and supply them 
with details and data why you be- 
lieve a lot of our stamps are clunks. 
Congressmen are very attentive to 
local pressures, whereas the Post 
Office Department is little influ- 
enced by scattered criticisms from 
the entire country. 

Until enough representatives and 
senators become interested in the 
matter to crack POD heads and 
knuckles, no one will get anywhere. 


Henry W. Lahm of Baldwin, N. Y. 
sent four first day covers of the 
Bar Association commem here for 
inspection which were cripples if I 
ever saw any. On one a piece of 
the stamp had been torn out and 
pasted back before cancelling. An- 
other had the upper right corner 
of the stamp missing. Another torn 
nearly in half and a fourth with a 
moon shaped piece torn out of the 
bottom of the stamp. 

Four of his seven covers were in 
that condition; if that is the aver- 
age there is a good chance that 
many other cover addicts got the 
same kind of merchandise. 

There was no question what hap- 
pened. Inexperienced help in tear- 
ing the stamps apart just did a 
rotten job of separation. A stamp 
torn or otherwise was just another 
stamp to them and valid for post- 
age fees. 

Wanting to know what he could 
do with the bad covers I suggested 
he prepare other envelopes with his 
name and address and send them 
back along with the damaged to the 
Boston, Mass. postmaster. I am 
quite sure the matter will be settled 
satisfactorily. 

Boston’s postmaster has always 
been most helpful and conscious of 
collectors and has cooperated in 
numerous instances with them. 

The same kind of redress, can, I 
am sure, be gotten from any first 
day city’s postmaster providing 
your damaged covers are mailed 
back immediately on receipt. 

A lot of the personnel which serv- 
ices the covers sent in for the first 
day cancellation is definitely un- 





acquainted with the requirements 








of.such items. Should the local 

postmaster not know about cover 

servicing so he can adequately 

train his people the Post Office De- 

partment should provide an instruc-

natural science, medicine and philosophy. He settled in Egypt, where 
he was the recognized head of the Jewish community and was ap- 
pointed court physician to the Sultan. There, he produced his monu- 
mental works, which are revered as the crowning achievement of the 
“Golden Age’’ of Jewish culture. He died in 1204, and was buried, ac- 
cording to legend, in Tiberias, on the shore of the Sea of Galilee. 
Maimonides symbolizes the link between the world of science and 
the world of Jewish belief. His penetrating and logical mind sought 
out the basic axioms of the Jewish faith, and showed how the entire 
structure of Jewish law was built up on this foundation. This is the 
approach used in his great codification of Jewish law—the ‘‘Mishneh 
Torah’’—and in his widely known philosophy work—‘‘The Guide for the 
Perplexed.”’ His Thirteen Principles of the Faith, embodying the es- 
sence of Jewish creed, are recited in the daily prayers by devout Jews, 
as well as chanted in versified form in the familiar hymn “Yigdal”’: 


“The Living G-d we praise, exalt, adore! 
He was, He is, He will be evermore!”’ 


The stamp was isued in Jerusalem on August 3, marking the opening 
of the Seventh International Congress of the History of Science. The 
bi-colored first day cover bears a cachet featuring the seal of the city 
of Jerusalem—the Lion of Judah. Maimonides is portrayed wearing the 
characteristic turban worn by Moslems in the Middle Ages. 

This is the first postage stamp printed by the New Gravure Section 
of the Israel Government Printing Department, with the guidance and 
assistance of Otto M. Lilien, of the United Nations Technical Assistance 
Administration. This is also the first time watermarked paper is used. 
Designed by Willis Wind, the stamps, in photogravure brown, are printed 
in sheets of 16, suitable for mounting. 


224 B.C. Earthquake Equally 
As Damaging As 1953 Counterpart

A non-collector friend gave me a bunch of Greek stamps of the 1950 
issue that were on pieces of export parcel forms. I was both surprised 
and intrigued when I looked them over. I was surprised that one type 
had a face value of 10,000 drachmas. That was because I remembered 
having read that the pre-war drachma had been stablized at 13c U. S., 
and I had been under the impression that the hundreds of millions of 
dollars that the U. S. had spent aiding Greece had staved off any exten- 
sive inflation there. I was wrong. I have learned since that 5c U. S. 
has an exchange value of about 1500 drachmas. The face value of these 
10,000 drachmas stamps would therefore be about 33c U. S. each.

2 ns or in 224 B.C. Apparently it could 
not be re-erected without being 
taken apart, so it was left prone, 
probably because it still excited the 
wonders of visitors.

These 
Moslems had a religious hatred for 
images and they sold the statue for 
scrap. It was estimated that it 
yielded 4,000 camel loads of metal. 

Rhodes during its long recorded 
history was by turns under the 
domination of the Persians, Ro- 
mans, Byzantines, Arabs, Knights 
of St. John of Jerusalem, Turks and 
Italians. With “the defeat of Italy 
in World War II, the island was 
returned to Greece. 

Rhodes has an area of nearly 425 
square miles, which reduces it to 
about half the size of our 13th state, 
Rhode Island, its namesake. Its 
population, according to the figures 
I have, is 61,886, and that of its 
capital, 27,446. The climate is 
nearly ideal the year around, and 
its main products are grain, vege- 
tables and fruits.

7, 1822 had declared Brazil’s in- 
dependence from Portugal, but as 
in the case of the United States 
Declaration of Independence where 
the British Armies had to be ex- 
pelled to make the idea _ stick, 
Portugal’s military establishment 
had to be forced out.

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CASEY JONES 
Railroad Man 





“Come all you rounders, for I want 
you to hear, 
The story of a brave engineer. 
Casey Jones was the rounder’s name— 
On a big eight-wheeler of mighty 
fame...” 


John Luther Jones was born in 
Missoury or Kentucky in 1864—died 
in 1900. In early life he spent some 
time in Cayce, Ky. from which 
comes his nickname—railroaders, 
like prize fighters, were often 
known by the name of the town 
they came from. 

At age 16 he went to work for 
the Mobile & Ohio Railroad and in 
1888 joined the Illinois Central Rail- 


engineer two years later. During 
his 10 years as engineer he first 
became somewhat of a_ legend, 
noted for his technique in ‘‘quill- 
ing’”’ his engine’s whistle, so that 
hundreds of people living along the 
right-of-way listened for Casey’s 
melodious whistle day and night. 
He first drove a Consolidated 
freight locomotive No. 638, but on 
January 1, 1900, he was transferred 


Cannonball Express running be- 
tween Chicago and New Orleans. 
He operated this train between 
Memphis, Tenn. and Canton, Miss. 
His locomotive was a McQueen ten- 
wheeler (4-6-0), No. 382 referred to 
erroneously as an eight-wheeler in 
the song, as above. ; 
Casey Jones was killed on April 
30, 1900, when his train crashed 
into the rear of a freight train near 
Vaughn, Miss. Shortly after the 
wreck Wallace Saunder, a Negro 
roundhouse worker, composed the 
first rough song about the wreck, 
which was formalized and added 
to, until today it is still the most 
popular ballad of the railroad men. 
Jones was buried in Jackson, 
Tenn., and a bronze tablet to him 
was dedicated in Cayce, Kentucky, 
in 1938, to mark the 50th anniver- 
sary of his joining the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad. ™

promulgate the Rosary. 
Mary’s own promise’’. 

He determined to stay in Pompeii 
until he had fulfilled this charge. 
From a passing second hand wagon 
he purchased a picture of the Bless- 
ed Virgin and enshrined it in an 
old chapel across the street from 
the inn belonging to the Fusco fam- 
ily. 

He promoted the devotion to the 
Hcly Rosary and spread it suffi- 
ciently to warrant that the Bishop 
of Nola planned to erect a church 
to the Lady of the Rosary. opposite 
the old chapel. The Church was 
finished in 1890 and consecrated 
in 1891. 

Pope Pius the XI began the con- 
struction of the new Basilica in 


P1934 and it was finished in 1939. In 


it the old picture of the Blessed 
Virgin holds an honored lace, now 
framed in a gem encrusted gold 
frame. 

The basilica is the focal point of 
many pilgrimages. Attached to it 
is an orphanage visited frequently 
by American Military personnel 
stationed in the Naples area from 
1943-1945, 
. Michael, Gargano—The 
Promontory of Gargano is the 
“spur” to the boot of Italy thrust- 
ing out into the Adriatic. On the 
top of Monte Gargano is the town 
of S. Angelo. Here above a cave 
Ohce stood a temple to Calchas. 

Here in 491 A.D. a_ shepherd 
was shooting at a wild bull and his 
arrow flew back to him. Frightened 
he consulted Laurentius, bishop of 
Sipontium, who went there and 
prayed three days. St. Michael ap- 
peared and gave the bishop adyice 
which led to a victory over the 
Saracens at Sipontium, and to the 
appointment of the angel as a 
general. 

St. Michael showed Laurentius 
the cave, declaring it now sacred 
to the angels and St. Michael in 
particular, and there upon an altar 
miraculously prepared the bishop 
at once celebrated the first Mass. 
It is the anniversary of that. day, 
May 9, which for 1400 years has 
drawn hundreds of thousands of 
pilgrims to pray in the shrine built 
there, and has spread devotion to 
St. Michael over all Italy. 

The shrine soon became one of 
the richest in Italy, but its wealth 
was pillaged by the Lombards and 
Frederick I also robbed the shrine 
in 1460, using its silver to make 
coins, his image on one side and 
St. Michael’s on the other, with 
the legend “Justa tuenda”’. 

A paved court leads to a facade 
of the time of Charles of Anjou, 
containing within a portico two 
beautiful gothic arches, one with a 
relief of a procession bishops, 
the other a relief of Maty and her 
Son, with SS Peter and Paul kneel- 
ing before them. This second is in- 
scribed in Latin ‘“‘This is an awe- 
inspiring place; this is the House of 
God and the gate of Heaven”. 

Inside a long flight of steps, part- 
ly rock hewn, descended by pil- 
grims on their knees, winds to the 
cavern church. Most picturesque 
in the cave church is the raised 
choir in a vast recess. . 

In another recess is the high altar 
and Sehind it Il Pizzilo, a well from 
which pilgrims take water as a relic 
of the church. An episcopal throne 
adorned with a relief of St. Michael 


| Benedictines, and there outlined his 





and the Dragon is to one side. 

The ancient bronze doors of the 
Church were given by Pantaleone 
of Amalfi 1076, and its bronze rings 
en by each passing pilgrim. 

St. Nicholas, Bari—Begun in 
1087 by Robert Giuscard, its crypt 
was dedicated to recelve the corpse 
of St. Nicholas of Myra 1089. Nicho- 
las of Myra in Lycia was one of the 
fathers who condemned the heresy 
of the Council of Nicea. He died in 
Myra 326 and hundreds of pilgrims 
flocked to his tomb. 

Many relic robbers tried to steal 
his body, but all failed until the 
cathedral where he was buried was 
destroyed by the Saracens. In 1087 
some Bari sailors searching the 
ruins discovered his boc. ahd car- 
ried it off to Bari. 

The church has the aspect of a 
fortress more than a cathedral, two 
towers guarding the western end. 
The pillars of the central porch 
rest upon brackets with elephants. 
On either ide of the main entrance 
are classical pillars taken from 
some ancient building but used here 
only as a decoration. 

At the back of the church are 
reliefs showing some of the mir- 
acles of St. Nicholas, one“of which 
made him most popular. While 
eating at an inn he recognized the 
meat as human flesh, and search- 
ing found three small boys salted 
down in atub. Praying over them 











he restored them to life and to their 
widowed mother. It was in this 
church that Peter of Amiens 
preached the first crusade 1094 and 
Urban II held a council 1098. j 

7. Il Sagro Speco, Subiaco — Il 
Sagro Speco, or Chapel of San Bene- 
detto is a chapel covering the 
Grotto where in 530 St. Benedict 
took up his abode as a hermit. It 
is a part of the Monasteries of 
Santa Scolastica (Benedict’s sister). 
Born in Spoleto, Benedict retired 
here at the age of 14 to this cave to 
prepare himself for God’s service. 





time and the lower church was built 
in 22 months. About ten years 
later the upper church and clois- 
ters were added. 

The upper church in the form of a 
latin cross was completed 1253, and 
is important in the history of ar- 
chitecture, having been erected by 
foreign architects at a time when 
Gothic was foreign to Italy. Its 
walls were decorated by Giotto and 
his followers with frescoes of the 
13th and 14th centuries, regarded 
as the most important event in the 
development of modern painting. 
The upper walls have scenes from 
the Old Testament and the lower 
walls have 28 scenes from the life 
of St. Francis. 

The interior of the lower church 
was decorated by Cimabue and the 
best artists of the Florentine, 
Sienese and Umbrian Schools, in- 
cluding Giottone, Simone Martini, 
Pietro Loronzetti and the ‘‘Master 
of St. Francis”’, 

Brother Elias hid the body of St. 
Francis, fearing it might be stolen, 
in a secret vault under the church. 
It was discovered only in 1818 after 
52 nights and days of hard search. 
A crypt with two altars was built 
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ple donated the money and their! over the grave. : 


10. Santa Casa, Loreto—Loreto, 
about two miles from the. Adriatic, 
is one of the most celebrated Chris. 
tian shrines in the world. Accord- 
ing to legend, the house of Nazareth 
in which the Virgin Mary was born, 
and which was the home of the Holy 
Family after the return from 
Egypt, became an object of venera. 
tion after the Empress Heleng 
(mother of Constantine) visited 
there and had a church built over it, 
In the 13th century the church had 
fallen into decay, and being threat. 
ened with desecration, the Holy 
House was miraculously transport- 
ed by angels in 1291 from Nazareth 
to Tersatto in Dalmatia, where it 
remained three years. Being again 
in danger, the angels took it up on 
the night of December 9, and bore 
it over the Adriatic and deposited 
it in_a laurel grove (Lauretum) 
near Recanti. 

The Santa Casa soon became the 
object of pilgrimage, and such of. 
ferings were made that soon ag 
church was erected over it. In 1586 
Pope Sixtus V surrounded it with 
walls as a defense against the 
Saracens, and accorded Loreto the 
privileges of a town.

Unable to cor- 
rect the abuses of the community, | 
Benedict returned to his cave. New 
disciples came and he formed 
twelve monasteries, placing them 
under 12 disciples. Later he retired 
to Monte Cassino and founded there 
what is considered the parent house 
of western monasticism and the 


monastic rule. 

Il Sagro Speco is built against 
the rock, overtopped by a huge 
mass of rock, The upper church 
contains some frescoes of the life 
of Christ and St. Benedict and 
Scholastica from the 13th century. 
An adjoining chapel contains a por- 
trait of St. Francis of Assisi with- 
out halo or stigmata (Francis 
visited here 1216). 

The lower-church has paintings 
of the Madonna, Massacre of the 
Holy Innocents, Pope Innocent III 
executed 1219 by a painter known 
only as Conxolus. The Grotto of 
Sagro Speco contains a statue of 
St. Benedict by a pupil of Bernini, 
and its walls are decorated by 
venerable paintings. 

8. Corporale, Orvieto—The Ca- 
thedral of Orvieto was built to com- 
memorate the memory of the Mir- 
acle of Bolsena (a town 11 miles 
away) and was begun about 1285, 
perhaps by Arnolfo di Cambio, and 
built rapidly enough to have the 
first Mass celebrated 20 years later. 
It consists of nave, and aisles, with 
a transept and rectangular choir. 

The interior is austere an de- 
pends on surface decorations, stat- 
ues, frescoes and woodwork for 
decoration. The facade was begun 
1310 by Lorenzo Maitani of Siena. 
Every square inch of the facade 
contains decorations of lavish in- 
vention, skill and precious material. 
The lower facade has scriptural 
scenes by Maitani and other Sien- 
ese, characteristic of pre-renais- 
sance art, and for a century were a 
source of inspiration to-successive 
masters. Luca Signorelli’s painting 
in the Chapel of San Brizio is its 
chief art treasure. 

The reliquary, which contains the 
blood-stained corporal of the Mir- 
acle of Bolsena, resembles the 
church itself, and is decorated with 
scenes in enamel. 

A young Bohemian priest cele- 
brating Mass at St. Christiana in 
Bolsena, doubting Transubstantia- 
tion, elevated the host, and blood 
issued from five gashes on the host, 
resembling the five wounds of 
Christ, convincing the priest of the 
Real Presence of Christ in the Holy 
Eucharist. 

Pope Urban IV, then in Orvieto, 
sent the bishop of Bolsena to bring 
the corporal to him. This corporal 
is shown publicly every Easter 
Sunday. The feast of Corpus Christi 
was inaugurated as a result of this 
in 1264.

Catalog Numbering 


Jacques Minkus, soon to publish 
an altogether new. United States 
Postage Stamp Catalog, is seeking 
to learn how collectors would pre- 
fer to have the various stamps 
numbered for identification.
